Formerly, we seed hardly any, Ibc 
Councillor* were elected liy the ciliaeni 
of the wards, each ward returning a 
Councillor fur Iho ward. The election 
took plate, without uontiniition, on the 
let November. 

Hy the new ayatem candidates 
will be nominated in the tunc 
manner u candidate* fat Ike 
Legislative Cnuneii. On the lit, 
November the Mayor will rirteide at the 
Town Hall, or Dome public place within 
the City, of which due notice will be I reltri 
gives, Candidates will be proposed and ~ 
seconded. If not more than six be pro-

We approve of tilt nomination fir this 
n as. i ii — 'Lhal it will prevent the citizen* 
frmn beinr; laken by snrtirisc, and tloel- 
ing coimi illora in the duck. The names 
of the candidate*, un Ihe day of nomina- 
tion, will lie made public. Two duy* 
will l>e allowed for aeLectino; the six that 
may be eunAiilered most eligible ; and the 
elector* will gn lo the pull with a full 
knowledge of nil the candidal!-* 
in the field, ant! vote, with their 
eye* open, for the per-ncnm whom 
I hey wish lo mippnrl. To prevent 
mistjike* and to nave lime. We would re. 
commend the adoption of a system of 
v.ilinir used al many Uankt and other 
cumpuJiie* for (he election of Directors. 
It ia tliis. After the nominiilinn, the 
names of all the candidate* shuuld be 
printed on slips, in the form of a voting 
paper, une of which could be furnished 
OO the day of election to each voter, wrho 
would then merely drew bis pn through 
all the names except the nix for whom he 
voles, his own name ln-in- eubscril>cd by 
liimaelf or the ihiL! clerk. Such u aya- 
tem would not only simplify the pro. 
Ccodingn of Ihe election, but Would mate- 
rially lessen the trouble of the mayor in 
iLfterwaribi arriving at n correct result of 
ihe vutes recorded for lite different can- 
didalcs. 

Hut the principal alteration in the new 
measure in the election by thr majority 
it/ r.itn in thr wiofr u anlt mUu firrlif ; 
and which we are confident will work 
well. Wei may bo wrong in our 
opinion, hut wc still hold it, lhat if 
thin method of election had been in Torce 
at the institution of the CorEioratinn, the 
result of the llrst election*, and tin 1 his- 
tory of the Corporation to the preaent lime, 
would have been difTcrettt. Without any 
liisparagemuiit to the first elected mem- 
l*cr» of the City Council, we ibitik. thai 
if the present mode of election had then 
prceailed, such men a* the late Ai,n. 
.vNuniE M'Lr..\v, r-laq,, brat speaker of 
Llie I>cgiiilutive C'uuncil. Ilr. NrOHOOOat, 
present Speaker of the House, Dr. 
WALkaClt, and olhera would huvc 
stood higher on the poll than they 
did. Nay, more, so impreascd are we 
wiih the beneficial result* tha. I will flow 
from the change, lliat we doubt not, if 
six gentlemen uf euch a stamp were lo 
Ise proposed at the nominuliun clay, on 
l»l November next, there would bu no 
necessity for a poll, they would be de- 
clared elected on Iho sjkit. 

It must be manifest to every unpre- 
judiced thinker, thai u pcrnun not liiufiiy 
i]ualified for the office uf City Councillor, 
either by educatiun ot standing, might in 
many ways obtain an ascendancy over 
the majority of voters in a ward, which 
he could not command orcr the majority 
of mujris in the whole city. Ily extend- 
mgthe liaaeoflhe euruilitueney you in- 
crease the Btability of Ihe siipcrsttucture. 
It will recjuirc greater talents, higher 
suimliiig. mid more sterling qualities, to 



aldermen will be elected from citineos or 
councillors, by a majority of vote* in the 
whole uf the wards collectively, and the 



enleronotticeonllie 1st January following. 
There is a provision in the Act for the 
continuance of the present Mayor in 
office lo lit January next, or until a aux- 
ceaaor be appointed ami enter on office. 

Such are the principal changes of the 
new measure. And wc would invite the 
citizens to be up and ttinixuj fat the 
forthcoming fray. 

The next elections will be the most 
itntHrrtnnt that have ever taken place for 
City Councillors ; for on their result will 
depend not only the fate of the new prin- 
ciple of election, but what i* of more 
consequence, the fate of our City Council, 
ily a slep in the right way, its eha'acle r 
will In- raised in the public estimation ; 
by a rettugTuitc movement, its doom will 
be sealed.

The new eyetcm will also remove 
an evil which has been much complained 
of. The candidates uf (he wards, in addi- 
tion lo their pledges tu their constituents 
of economy, (which means em ling down 
officcra' sularica once a year, and thus 
rendering them insecure in their teats, 
discontented with (heir situations, and 
happy to leave them on the first conve- 
nient opportunity), usually promised to 
til tend lo the interests of the city gene- 
rally, end to those! of thdr own ward in 
partimlar. And, let the truth be told, 
they have generally adhered to their 
pledge*. The conscience has been that 
the iatercata of the city generally have 
often Buffered for the claims of particular 
words. The candidates for the city elec- 
tion, on the contrary, if thoy pledge thom- 
selve* at ell, will do so in a more general 
way. Their best exertions will be de.
